The  amendment  is  as  follows;  Amend  the  title  to  read  as  follows: 

A  bill  to  amend  existing  laws  relating  to  military  leave  of  certain  employees  of 
the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  so  as  to  equalize  rights  to  leave 
of  absence  and  reemployment  for  such  employees  who  are  members  of  the  En¬ 
listed  or  Officers’  Reserve  Corps,  the  National  Guard,  or  the  Naval  Reserve,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

2.  Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  add  the  following: 

(a)  That  the  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  under  the  subheading  “Ordnance 
Stores  and  Equipment  for  Reserve  Officers’  Training  Corps’’  in  the  Act  entitled 
“An  Act  making  appropriations  for  che  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  for  other  purposes”, 
approved  May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.  72;  10  U.  S.  C.  A.  371),  are  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  in  each  such  paragraph  after  the  words  “the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps” 
the  words  “or  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps”. 

(b)  The  fourth  paragraph  under  the  subheading  “Ordnance  Stores  and  Equip¬ 
ment  for  Reserve  Officers’  Training  Corps”  of  the  Act  of  May  12,  1917,  as  amended, 
as  it  appears  on  page  seventy-two,  volume  forty.  Statutes  at  Large,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  the  said  paragraph,  substituting 
a  colon  therefor,  and  adding  the  following  proviso;  “Provided  further,  That  no 
existing  law  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  member  of  the  Officers’  Reserve 
Corps  or  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  from  accepting  employment  in  any  civil 
branch  of  the  public  service  nor  from  receiving  the  pay  incident  to  such  employ- 
nient  in  addition  to  any  pay  and  allowances  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  under 
the  laws  relating  to  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps  and  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps,  nor 
as  prohibiling  him  from  practicing  his  civilian  profession  or  occupation  before  or 
in  connection  with  any  department  of  the  Federal  Government.” 
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Sec.  2.  Section  80  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1916  (39  Stat.  203;  32  U.  S.  C.  75),  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  period  as  it  appears  at  the  end  of  the  said 
section,  substituting  a  comma  therefor,  and  adding  the  following;  “for  periods 
not  to  exceed  fifteen  days  in  any  one  calendar  year;  Provided,  That  all  members 
of  the  National  Guard  who  are  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government  or 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  who  are  ordered  to  duty  by  proper  authority  shall, 
when  relieved  from  duty,  be  restored  to  the  positions  held  by  them  when  ordered 
to  duty;  And  'provided  further,  That  no  existing  law  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
any  member  of  the  National  Guard  from  accepting  employment  in  any  civil 
branch  of  the  public  service  nor  from  receiving  the  pay  incident  to  such  employ¬ 
ment  in  addition  to  any  pay  and  allowances  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  under 
the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  National  Guard,  nor  as  -prohibiting  him  from 
practicing  his  civilian  profession  or  occupation  before  or  in  connection  with  any 
department  of  the  Federal  Government.” 

Sec.  3.  Section  9  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938  (52  Stat.  1177;  34  U.  S.  C. 
853g),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  period  as  it 
appears  at  the  end  of  the  said  section,  substituting  a  colon  therefor,  and  adding 
the  following  proviso;  “And  provided  further.  That  all  members  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  who  are  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government  or  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  who  are  ordered  to  duty  by  proper  authority  shall,  when  re¬ 
lieved  from  duty,  be  restored  to  the  positions  held  by  them  when  ordered  to  duty.” 

Sec.  4.  The  words  “officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
District  of  Columbia”  as  used  in  the  third  paragraph,  subheading  “Ordnance 
Stores  and  Eejuipment  for  Reserve  Officers’  Training  Corps”,  of  the  Act  of 
May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.  72;  10  U.  S.  C.  A.  371),  as  now  or  hereafter  amended,  as 
used  in  that  part  of  section  80  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1916  (39  Stat.  203;  32  U.  S.  C. 
751,  as  now  or  hereafter  amended,  which  precedes  the  proviso,  and  as  used  in  the 
first  proviso  of  section  9  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938  (52  Stat.  1177;  34 
U.  S.  C.  A.  853g),  as  now  or  hereafter  amended,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all 
officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
permanent  or  temporary  indefinite,  without  regard  to  classifications  or  terminology 
peculiar  to  the  Federal  Civil  Service  System. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  grant  members  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps  who  are  employees  of  a  Federal  ageney  the  same  annual  leave 
rights  with  pay,  for  training  purposes  as  are  now  enjoyed  by  officers 
of  the  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army  and  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  Naval  Reserve. 

Since  the  introduction  of  H.  R.  1845,  the  Comptroller  General 
has  ruled  that  the  privilege  of  15  days  military  leave  per  year  with 
pay  did  not  apply  to  temporary  civil-service  employees.  Since  most 
of  the  reservists  who  are  desirable  for  training  purposes  are  temporary 
wartime  civil-service  employees,  it  has  become  necessary  to  amend 
the  original  provisions  of  H.  R.  1845  in  order  to  make  available  this 
large  group  of  reservists  who  would  otherwise  be  excluded.  There 
are  now  over  600,000  enlisted  reservists,  many  of  whom  will  be  assigned 
to  units  whose  training  will  include  short  periods  of  active  duty. 
Military  leave  should  be  equalized  to  include  this  group. 

Section  1  (a),  as  amended,  gives  to  members  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps  the  same  right  to  military  leave  and  reemployment  that  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Officers  Reseiwe  Corps  now  have.  Section  1  (b)  gives 
members  of  both  the  Enlisted  and  Officer  Reserve  Corps  the  same 
right  to  reemployment  in  any  branch  of  the  public  service,  to- receive 
pay  and  allowances  incident  to  such  employment  in  addition  to  pay 
and  allowances  they  may  be  entitled  to,  and  to  practice  civil  profes¬ 
sions  or  occui)ations  before  or  in  connection  with  any  department  of 
the  Federal  Government 

Section  2  gives  the  National  Guard  men  15  days’  leave  of  absence  in 
each  calendar  year,  the  same  as  is  provided  for  enlisted  reservists 
under  section  1  (a)  and  the  same  as  members  of  the  Officers  Reserve 
Corps  and  naval  reservists  have  under  existing  law.  This  section 
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also  gives  National  Guard  men  reemployment  rights  which  members 
of  the  Officers  Reserve  Corps  now  have,  which  enlisted  reservists  get 
under  section  1  (a)  and  which  naval  reservists  get  under  section  3  of 
this  bill.  This  section  also  gives.  National  Guard  men  the  same  rights 
that  naval  reservists  now  have  and  that  enlisted  and  officer  reservists 
get  under  section  1  (b)  of  this  bill. 

Section  3  gives  naval  reservists  the  same  reemployment  rights  as 
members  of  the  Officers  Reserve  Corps,  members  of  the  Enlisted 
Reserve  Corps  and  National  Guard  men  have  or  obtain  under  the 
provisions  of  this  bill.  The  Ai’iny  officer  reservists  already  have  those 
rights. 

Section  4  is  designed  to  meet  the  objections  contained  in  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Comptroller  General.  It  construes  the  words  “officers 
and  employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia” 
as  used  in  the  amended  statutes  relating  to  military  leave  for  members 
of  the  Enlisted  and  Officers  Reserve  Corps,  the  National  Guard,  and 
the  Naval  Reserve,  so  as  to  insure  that  all  such  employees  who  are 
members  of  the  above-mentioned  organizations  will  be  entitled  to 
military  leave,  regardless  of  civil-service  status. 

.The  object  in  inserting  the  word  “indefinite”  following  the  word 
“temporary”  in  the  third  line  from  the  bottom  of  section  4,  is  to 
clarify  the  right  to  military  leave  of  15  days  per  year  and  to  preclude 
the  extension  of  this  right  to  part-time  employees.  It  is  not  intended 
in  this  legislation  to  give  the  right  of  military  leave  to  part-time  or 
intermittent  employees  whose  employment  is  limited  to  a  brief 
period  of  time.  If  this  provision  were  to  be  construed  to  give  part- 
time  and  intermittent  employees  a  right  to  a  15-day  military  leave 
during  that  period  of  part-time  employment,  the  appropriations  and 
funds  available  for  doing  that  small  piece  of  part-time  work  would 
never  be  adequate,  and  it  is  not  contemplated  by  either  the  War 
or  Navy  Department  to  give  part-time  or  intermittent  employees 
a  right  to  15  days’  annual  leave  with  pay.  Th^  insertion  of  the 
word  “indefinite”  meets  the  Comptroller  General’s  objection  in  this 
respect. 

Marine  Corps  and  Coast  Guard  personnel  are  both  included  within 
the  provisions  of  this  legislation  since  both  of  such  groups  will  be 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy,  and  subject  to  the  same  re¬ 
strictions,  rights,  and  privileges  as  naval  personnel  when  called  to 
duty  for  training  purposes. 

The  fiscal  effects  of  this  bill  cannot  be  computed  accurately  since 
the  number  of  enlisted  reservists  employed  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  or  the  District  of  Columbia  who  will  partake  in  voluntary  periods 
of  training  cannot  be  estimated  accurately.  A  statistical  solution, 
based  on  percentage  of  the  male  labor  force  employed  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  estimates  the  annual  cost  of  salaries  paid  while  the  enlisted 
reservists  are  on  active  duty  will  be  $1,546,800.  When  the  reserve 
training  program  has  been  fully  implemented,  continuing  from  a 
practical  standpoint,  the  cost  of  this  program  would  not  even  approx¬ 
imate  the  sum  mentioned,  since  the  Government  must  spend  an  equal 
sum  on  persons  in  other  positions  who  would  perform  the  same  type 
of  training  and  service.  Otherwise,  the  entire  training  program  would 
fail.  Many  reservists  are  in  civil  service  and  the  Government  desires 
that  they  be  made  available  for  the  15-day  training  period.  If  these 
persons  are  not  available,  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Government 
to  obtain  persons  from  some  other  source. 
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The  War  Department  recommends  favorable  consideration  of  this 
legislation  and  the  Navy  Department  interposes  no  objection,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  reports  of  the  War  and  Navy  Departments,  respec¬ 
tively,  which  are  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Dear  Mr.  Andrews:  The  War  Department  has  carefully  considered  H.  R. 
1845,  Eightieth  Congress,  a  bill  to  amend  section  371,  title  10,  United  States  Code 
(military  leave  for  Federal  employees). 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  legislation  is  to  authorize  members  of  the  Enlisted 
Reserve  Corps,  who  are  Government  employees,  the  same  rights  to  leave  of  absence 
from  their  civilian  duties  for  the  period  they  are  ordered  to  military  duty,  as  are 
now  enjoyed  by  members  of  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps. 

Such  leave  is  now  authorized  for  all  other  Federal  employees  who  are  reservists, 
including  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States, 
and  members  of  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps.  There  are  now  over  500,000  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps,  many  of  whom  will  be  assigned  to  reserve  units 
with  occasional  short  periods  of  volunteer  active-duty  training.  Leave  privileges 
should  be  equalized  to  include  this  group. 

The  proposed  legislation  is  similar  and  accomplishes  the  same  purpose  as  H.  R. 
1899,  Eightieth  Congress,  and  H.  R.  2234,  Eightieth  Congress,  which  incorporates 
the  views  of  the  War  Department  on  the  subject  matter  and  was  submitted  by 
letter  to  the  Speaker,  House  of  Representatives,  dated  February  19,  1947. 

The  War  Department  cannot  accurately  determine  the  fiscal  effects  of  the 
proposed  legislation.  The  funds  available  for  training  of  the  reserve  components 
vary  from  year  to  year,  thus  limiting  the  number  of  personnel  who  can  be  given 
annual  field  training. 

The  War  Department  recommends  that  this  or  similar  legislation  be  favorably 
considered. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission 
of  this  report.

My  Dear  Mr.  Chairman:  The  bill  (H.  R.  1845)  to  amend  section  371,  title 
10,  United  States  Code  (military  leave  for  Federal  employees),  was  referred  by 
your  committee  to  the  Navy  Department  with  a  request  for  a  report  thereon. 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  bill  is  to  authorize  military  leave  with  pay  for 
periods  not  to  exceed  15  days  annually  for  members  of  the  Army  Enlisted  Re¬ 
serve  Corps  employed  by  the  Federal  Government  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
who  are  ordered  to  training  duty  in  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps.  The  proposed 
bill  would  also  insure  that  such  members  would,  upon  being  relieved  from  such 
duty,  be  restored  to  the  positions  held  by  them  when  ordered  to  duty. 

Employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Army  Officers’  Reserve  Corps  are  entitled  to  the  same  military  leave 
and  reemployment  rights  under  the  act  of  May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.  72;  10  U.  S.  C. 
371),  as  would  be  provided  for  members  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  by  the 
proposed  bill.  Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are  entitled  to  military  leave  of 
15  days  annually  under  section  9  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938  (52  Stat.  1177; 
34  U.  S.  C.  853g),  and  their  reemployment  rights  are  provided  for  in  section  7  of 
the  Service  Extension  Act  of  1941  (55  Stat.  627;  50  U.  S.  C.  A.  App.  357),  as 
amended,  which  section  covers  reemployment  rights  of  all  persons  who  were  in 
active  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  after  May  1,  1940,  and  prior 
to  the  termination  of  the  authority  contained  in  section  2  of  that  act,  by  extend- 
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ing  the  reemployment  benefits  of  section  8  of  the  Selective  Training  and  Service 
Act  of  1940  (54  Stat.  890;  50  U.  S.  C.  A.  App.  308),  as  amended,  to  such  persons. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Navy  Department  that  reserve  personnel  of  all  the 
armed  services  should  be  entitled  to  the  same  reemployment  benefits.  Since 
present  reemployment  rights  of  naval  reservists  are  terminable  under  present 
law,  permanent  provisions  relating  to  reemployment  rights  are  being  considered 
along  with  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938,  which  revision 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  at  a  later  date  after  the  usual  clearance  with 
the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  Navy  Department  interposes  no  objection  to 
enactment  of  the  bill  H.  R.  1845. 

The  Navy  Department  has  been  advised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  that 
there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission  of  this  report  to  the  Congress.

Gearh-art]  undertook  to  /swer  the  in- 
auiries  of  the  gentlem^  from  Massa¬ 
chusetts  [Mr.  McCorm/c]  it  had  been 
tny  understanding  tiyft  this  bill  had 
relationship  to  wines/roduced  all  over 
the  continental  Unit/  States.

COLE  of  New  York.  I  yield, 
tr.  McCORMACK.  The  inference  was 
djfewn  from  my  friend’s  observations  and 
line;  wine  and  California.  The  gen- 
fleman  comes  from  California.  So  he  is,

REPORT

The  Committee  on  Armed  Services,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  1845)  to  amend  existing  laws  relating  to  military  leave  of 
certain  employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
so  as  to  equalize  rights  to  leave  of  absence  and  reemployment  for 
such  employees  who  are  members  of  the  Enlisted  or  Officers’  Reserve 
Corps,  the  National  Guard,  or  the  Naval  Reserve,  and  for  other 
purposes,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  with¬ 
out  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

PURPOSE  OF  THE  BILL 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  unify  the  existing  laws  pertaining  to 
the  granting  of  military  leave  to  permanent  and  temporary  indefinite 
employees  of  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  are 
members  of  the  Reserve  components  of  the  vai’ious  services,  including 
the  National  Guard. 

In  addition,  the  bill  clarifies  the  right  of  civil  employees  to  compen¬ 
sation  for  their  service  with  the  Reserves  and  prevents  the  loss  of 
any  rights  which  they  normally  would  have  in  relation  to  their 
occupation. 

NECESSITY  FOR  THE  LEGISLATION 

Up  until  the  present  time,  there  has  been  no  authority  for  the  grant¬ 
ing  of  military  leave  to  Federal  employees  and  employees  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia  who  arc  members  of  the  enlisted  Reserve  Corps  of 
the  Army.  All  other  Reserve  components  of  the  services  have  been 
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entitled  by  existing  law  to  15  days’  military  leave  each  year,  excepting 
the  National  Guard.  The  National  Guard  has  been  entitled  to  15 
days’  military  leave  and,  in  addition,  were  entitled  to  military  leave 
for  such  other  duty  as  they  might  be  required  to  serve  under  orders 
issued  by  the  Governors  of  the  various  States.  It  is  believed  essential 
that  all  such  units  be  placed  on  an  equal  footing,  and  for  this  reason 
this  legislation  authorizes  15  days’  military  leave  to  all  Reserve  units, 
including  the  National  Guard. 

This  bill  clarifies  which  type  of  employees  are  entitled  to  military 
leave.  In  the  past,  temporary  indefinite  employees,  who  might  work 
for  many  years  for  the  Government,  were  not  entitled  to  such  leave. 
This  bill  permits  permanent  and  temporary  indefinite  employees  to 
receive  military  leave.  It  excludes,  however,  the  purely  temporary 
employees,  who  are  those  employed  for  a  definite  tour  of  duty  for 
periods  of  less  than  1  year,  and  part  time  or  intermittent  employees. 

The  bill  clarifies  the  point  that  members  of  the  Reserve  Corps  are 
entitled  to  pay  from  their  Reserve  organizations  in  addition  to  their 
normal  civil  pay.  It  further  provides  that  members  of  the  Officers’ 
Reserve  Corps,  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army,  and  National 
Guard  shall  not  be  prohibited  because  of  membership  in  such  organiza¬ 
tions  from  practicing  their  civilian  profession  or  occupation  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  branch  of  the  Federal  Government.  It  also  provides 
that  an  employee’s  job  will  be  held  for  him  until  he  returns  to  duty. 

The  War  and  Navy  Deiiartments  are  in  accord  on  this  bill  and  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  offers  no  objection.

Dear  Mr.  Andrews;  The  War  Department  has  carefully  considered  H.  R. 
1845,  Eightieth  Congress,  a  bill  to  amend  section  371,  title  10,  United  States  Code 
(military  leave  for  Federal  employees).  * 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  legislation  is  to  authorize  members  of  the  Enlisted 
Reserve  Corps,  who  are  Government  employees,  the  same  rights  to  leave  of  absence 
from  their  civilian  duties  for  the  period  they  are  ordered  to  military  duty,  as  are 
now  enjoyed  by  members  of  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps. 

Such  leave  is  now  authorized  for  all  other  Federal  employees  who  are  reservists, 
including  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States, 
and  members  of  the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps.  There  are  now  over  500,000  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps,  many  of  whom  will  be  assigned  to  Reserve  units 
with  occasional  short  periods  of  volunteer  active-duty  training.  Leave  privileges 
should  be  equalized  to  include  this  group. 

The  proposed  legislation  is  similar  and  accomplishes  the  same  purpose  as  H.  R. 
1899,  Eightieth  Congress,  and  H.  R.  2234,  Eightieth  Congress,  which  incorporates 
the  views  of  the  War  Department  on  the  subject  matter  and  was  submitted  by 
letter  to  the  Speaker,  House  of  Representatives,  dated  February  19,  1947. 

The  War  Department  cannot  accurately  determine  the  fiscal  effects  of  the 
proposed  legislation.  The  funds  available  for  training  of  the  reserve  components 
vary  from  year  to  year,  thus  limiting  the  number  of  personnel  who  can  be  given 
annual  field  training. 

The  War  Department  recommends  that  this  or  similar  legislation  bo  favorably 
considered. 
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The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission 
of  this  report.

My  Dear  Mr.  Chairman:  The  bill  (H.  R.  1845)  to  amend  section  371,  title 
10,  United  States  Code  (military  leave  for  Federal  employees),  was  referred  by 
your  committee  to  the  Navy  Department  with  a  request  for  a  report  thereon. 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  bill  is  to  authorize  military  leave  with  pay  for 
periods  not  to  exceed  15  days  annually  for  members  of  the  Army  Enlisted  Re¬ 
serve  Corps  employed  by  the  Federal  Government  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
who  are  ordered  to  training  duty  in  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps.  The  proposed 
bill  would  also  insure  that  such  members  would,  upon  being  relieved  from  such 
duty,  be  restored  to  the  positions  held  by  them  when  ordered  to  duty. 

Employees  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Army  Officers’  Re.serve  Corps  are  entitled  to  the  same  military  leave 
and  reemployment  rights  under  the  act  of  May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.  72;  10  U.  S.  C. 
371),  as  would  be  provided  for  members  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  by  the 
proposed  bill.  Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are  entitled  to  military  leave  of 
15  days  annually  under  section  9  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938  (52  Stat.  1177; 
34  U.  S.  C.  853g),  and  their  reemployment  rights  are  provided  for  in  section  7  of 
the  Service  Extension  Act  of  1941  (55  Stat.  627;  50  U.  S.  C.  A.  App.  357),  as 
amended,  which  section  covers  reemploj'ment  rights  of  all  persons  who  were  in 
active  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  after  May  1,  1940,  and  prior 
to  the  termination  of  the  authority  contained  in  section  2  of  that  act,  by  extend¬ 
ing  the  reemployment  benefits  of  section  8  of  the  Selective  Training  and  Service 
Act  of  1940  (54  Stat.  890;  50  U.  S.  C.  A.  App.  308),  as  amended,  to  such  persons. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Navy  Department  that  reserve  personnel  of  all  the 
armed  services  should  be  entitled  to  the  same  reemployment  benefits.  Since 
present  reemployment  rights  of  naval  reservists  are  terminable  under  present 
law,  permanent  provisions  relating  to  reemployment  rights  are  being  considered 
along  with  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938,  which  revision 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  at  a  later  date  after  the  usual  clearance  with 
the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  Navy  Department  interposes  no  objection  to 
enactment  of  the  bill  H.  R.  1845. 

The  Navy  Department  has  been  advised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  that 
there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission  of  this  report  to  the  Congress.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  existing  laws  relating  to  military  leave  of  certain  employees  of  the 
United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  so  as  to  equalize  rights  to  leave  of 
absence  and  reemployment  for  such  employees  who  are  members  of  the  Enlisted 
or  Officers’  Reserve  Corps,  the  National  Guard  or  the  Naval  Reserve,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re f resent atives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled^  That  (a)  the  third 
and  fourth  paragraphs  under  the  subheading  “Ordnance  Stores  and 
p]quipment  for  Reserve  Officers’  Training  Corps”  in  the  Act  entitled 
“An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and 
for  other  purposes”,  approved  May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.  72;  10 
U.  S.  C.  A.  371),  are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  each  such  para¬ 
graph  after  the  words  “the  Officers’  Reserve  Corps”  the  words  “or 
the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps”. 

(b)  The  fourth  paragraph  under  the  subheading  “Ordnance  Stores 
and  Equipment  for  Reserve  Officers’  Training  Corps”  of  the  Act  of 
May  12,  1917,  as  amended,  as  it  appears  on  page  72,  volume  40, 
Statutes  at  Large,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  period  at 
the  end  of  the  said  paragraph,  substituting  a  colon  therefor,  and 
adding  the  following  proviso:  '‘‘‘Provided  fv/rther,  That  no  existing 
law  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  member  of  the  Officers’  Reserve 
Corps  or  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  from  accepting  employment 
in  any  civil  branch  of  the  public  service  nor  from  receiving  the  pay 
incident  to  such  employment  in  addition  to  any  pay  and  allowances 
to  which  he  may  be  entitled  under  the  laws  relating  to  the  Officers’ 
Reserve  Corps  and  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps,  nor  as  prohibiting  him 
from  practicing  his  civilian  profession  or  occupation  before  or  in 
connection  with  any  department  of  the  Federal  Government.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  80  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1916  (39  Stat.  203;  32 
U.  S.  C.  75),  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  period  as  it 
appears  at  the  end  of  the  said  section,  substituting  a  comma  there¬ 
for,  and  adding  the  following:  “for  periods  not  to  exceed  fifteen 
days  in  any  one  calendar  year:  Provided^  That  all  members  of  the 
National  Guard  who  are  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  who  are  ordered  to  duty 
by  proper  authority  shall,  when  relieved  from  duty,  be  restored  to 
the  positions  held  by  them  when  ordered  to  duty:  And  provided 
further^  That  no  existing  law  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Guard  from  accepting  employment  in  any  civil 
branch  of  the  public  service  nor  from  receiving  the  pay  incident 
to  such  employment  in  addition  to  any  pay  and  allowances  to  which 
he  may  be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the 
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National  Guard,  nor  as  prohibiting  him  from  practicing  his  civilian 
profession  or  occupation  before  or  in  connection  with  any  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Federal  Government.” 

Sec.  3.  Section  9  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of  1938  (52  Stat.  1177; 
34  U.  S.  C.  Annotated  853g),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  the  period  as  it  appears  at  the  end  of  the  said  section, 
substituting  a  colon  therefor,  and  adding  the  following  proviso: 
'"''And  provided  further^  That  all  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  who 
are  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government  or  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia  and  who  are  ordered  to  duty  by  proper  authority 
shall,  when  relieved  from  duty,  be  restored  to  the  positions  held  by 
them  when  ordered  to  duty.” 

Sec.  4.  The  words  “officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  or 
of  the  District  of  Columbia”  as  used  in  the  third  paragraph,  sub¬ 
heading  “Ordnance  Stores  and  Equipment  for  Reserve  Officers’ 
Training  Corps”,  of  the  Act  of  May  12,  1917  (40  Stat.  72;  10  U.  S.  C. 
Annotated  371),  as  now  or  hereafter  amended,  as  used  in  that  part 
of  section  80  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1916  (39  Stat.  203;  32  U.  S.  C. 
75),  as  now  or  hereafter  amended,  which  precedes  the  proviso,  and 
as  used  in  the  first  proviso  of  section  9  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Act  of 
1938  (52  Stat.  1177;  34  U.  S.  C.  Annotated  853g),  as  now  or  here¬ 
after  amended,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  officers  and  employees 
of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  permanent  or 
temporary  indefinite,  without  r^ard  to  classifications  or  terminology 
peculiar  to  the  Federal  Civil  ^rvice  System.
